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justified in large part by advances in the prices of raw mate- 
rials. Prices in 1904 were at their lowest ebb in the third 
quarter; some prices were the lowest that had been reached 
since the reaction in 1903 began. The average monthly price 
of Bessemer pig iron at Pittsburg fell in September, 1904, to 
$12.69 per ton, from which there was a gradual advance to an 
average of $16.72 in December and January. At the end of 
April the price was $16.35. 

The workingmen employed at our iron and steel works 
and in auxiliary mining operations and at coke works have 
shared in the general revival of prosperity. They have had 
steady employment and their wages have been increased from 
ten to twenty per cent. 

It is gratifying to be able to present the foregoing favor- 
able report of the complete restoration of prosperous busi- 
ness conditions in 1904, following the great shrinkage in the 
stock market in 1903 and the accompanying interruption to in- 
dustrial activity. The outlook for a continuance of the present 
favorable business situation is very hopeful. There is abso- 
lutely no cloud visible upon the industrial and financial hori- 
zon, unless it is to be seen in the threatened revision of the 
Dingley tariff, to which much of the country’s present pros- 
perity is undoubtedly due, but this cloud can be easily dissipat- 
ed during the present summer, and it ought to be. As a rule 
our senators and representatives in Congress represent states 
and industrial communities whose prosperity would be more 
or less seriously affected by a revival of tariff agitation, and 
they will certainly listen to appeals from employers of labor 
and workingmen to let well enough alone. We hope that these 
appeals will be made. We have yet to hear of one American 
industry that has been injured by the Dingley tariff; all have 
been materially helped by it. 


Privy Councillor Ludwig Max Goldberger has re- 
cently contributed an article to the Preussische Jahr- 


aes biicher, entitled “The American Dan- 
e 99 a. . ° 

pata Ot. his contribution was the result 
Danger. f a six months’ sojourn in the United 


States. 
berger says in part: 
My statements formed a faithful summary of what I had 
seen, heard, observed on the other side, and continued to fol- 
low with close attention after my return. I tried to combine 
unbiased observation with impartial judgment. In present- 
ing, as it were, the strong and weak points of the American 
economic inventory, while acknowledging the incomparable 
natural resources of the new world, the superior intelligence 
and sure aim of its inhabitants, as well as the various advan- 
tages resulting from the absence of hampering traditions, the 
net balance of my observations may be formulated as follows: 
It is unbecoming to proclaim too anxiously the “American 
danger”; it is unwise to display such timidity and thus 
strengthen the self confidence of our competitors, who cannot 
be suid to suffer from self detraction; it is unreasonable to 
assert, as is done so frequently in endless variation, the im- 
minence of an “American danger,” in the sense of an impend- 
ing economic subjugation of the old world by the United 
States, provided we do not cease to develop our commercial 
and industrial gifts and are not afraid of learning from our 
competitors when necessary. Even granting that the Ameri- 
cans excel us at times in the organization of their business 
enterprises, in commercial resourcefulness, speculative ardor, 
and quickness of decision, there is still no reason to fear that 
we shall be overrun by the United States. 


In his commentary, Mr. Gold- 


The author points out the present financial weakness 
of the trusts, the high wages, due in part to high cost 
of living, and the power of organized labor, in which 
he sees a most hopeful factor in curbing excessive ex- 
actions by monopolistic industrial organizations. He 


makes light of the fear that the trusts, profiting by their 
monopoly in an absolutely protected domestic market, 
might attempt the conquest of foreign markets by sell- 
ing their wares below cost. 


Such a policy, he thinks, 








would in the long run endanger their protection in the 
home market. In case of conflict with the labor organ- 
izations the corporation managers must always reckon 
with the possibility that the workmen, every one of 
whom has the franchise, may lose faith in the prohibi- 
tive tariff system. It is this consideration which, in 
Mr. Goldberger’s opinion, will normally keep the trust 
managers from excessive warfare against labor organ- 
izations. For, as he says, they can not afford to “risk 
battle at two fronts. It is true that the danger of such 
a battle is not yet imminent.” 

The German economist’s conclusions hinge primar- 
ily upon the excessive wages which American em- 
ployers are obliged to pay their employes, and upon the 
false assumption that the employers are afraid to resist 
the demands of the unions because of the tariff pro- 
tection afforded manufacturers by our laws. He be- 
lieves apparently that the American manufacturer is in 
the position of a blackmailed reprobate—unable to re- 
sist, placating every whim of the employe. It would 
perhaps be sufficient to point out to Mr. Goldberger the 
present position taken by the express companies of Chi- 
cago in their struggle against the teamsters, in order to 
convince him that the employers of this country are not 
all of a cringing disposition. Whatever concessions 
the labor unions of this country have received have 
been won by their own strength and not because of 
the weakness of the employers. The battle has not 
been a continual triumph for the one and a constant 
retreat for the other. Every wage advance has been 
fought stubbornly. There is reason to believe that the 
matter will be treated in the same manner in the future. 
There is little reason for believing that American man- 
ufacturers fear to anger the employe because of the 
latter’s power at the polls. 

We believe, nevertheless, that however erroneously 
Mr. Goldberger’s conclusions may have been derived, 
they are essentially correct in their final analysis. 
America is not now in a position to compete with Ger- 
many for the great majority of the latter’s needs. 
Wages are too high in this country to make it profit- 
able for American manufacturers to enter the German 
markets in competition for trade on those goods which 
require’ a larger share of workmanship. If our fin- 
ished goods are sold in those sections at all, it is be- 
cause of the higher prices which they bring owing sole- 
ly to the fact that they were made in America, or it is 
because American manufacturers are content to realize 
little or no profit. Sales which do not pay are not, of 
course, sales of which one can boast with any great 
gratification. 

Take, for example, the exportation of shoes. - In 
1901-2 America sent to Germany 122,689 pairs. For 
the year ending June, 1903, 189,198 pairs were export- 
ed. In 1904 the number fell to 166,606. Figures such 
as these are not startling, especially when the whole 
number of 4,642,531 pairs, exported to Germany and 
other countries combined is considered. 

Germany is in a splendid position to rapidly become 
the acknowledged leader in the race for European com- 
mercial supremacy. Her labor is cheap and efficient ; 
her natural resources, ‘vast and diversified. Her only 
advantage over America, however, lies in her lower 
scale of living, making the cost of production more for 
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Americans.than it would be if wages were lower. We 
believe that this difference is greatly reduced by the 
greater efficiency of the American workman and the 
greater natural resources of this country. We believe 
also that a reaction will eventually set in against an 
ever-increasing wage scale. There is little question 
but what even the walking delegate will some day real- 
ize that his actual remuneration depends not so much 
upon the amount enclosed in his weekly envelope as 
upon the relation which that amount bears to the price 
of bread, furniture, etc. In other words, there is little 
or no advantage to be gained by tke employes in strik- 
ing for higher wages, inasmuch as, whenever they are 
conceded, the employer merely raises the price on his 
own product, making the cost of living greater for the 
workman. We believe that this fact will be clearly per- 
ceived in time and that the mania for increased wages 
will subside. 

Greater traveling conveniences will tend to equalize 
the living standards of the two countries. Business 
and social intercourse will help immensely. Unrestrict- 
ed immigration to this country would undoubtedly low- 
er wages and with them prices for foodstuffs. All of 
these things will materially aid America in its efforts 
to capture the European market. Such a conquest is, 
we believe, possible and certain, even for the more 
finished of our productions. It is not possible at pres- 
ent, however, nor will it be possible until the wage 
scale of the American workman more nearly approach- 
es that of his German brother. Mr. Goldberger is right 
in saying that “the American danger” at the present 
time is exaggerated. He is wrong in saying that it 
presents no menace for Germany’s future. 








RANDOM SKETCHES.

I HAVE seen people who looked pleased when they 
were offered a new house as a wedding present. I have 
often heard babies laugh when I gave them a great, big 
piece of molasses candy, but I have never seen greater 
symptoms of pleasure and inert gratification than when 
I sprung a tinner’s name on him, although I had not 
seen him for over two and a half years. I am not 
particularly good at remembering names myself, but I 
happened to remember his, and the way in which his 
face lit up when he found that I had remembered his 
name for all those years, was a picture that few artists 
could paint. I shall never forget it. 

The cultivation of the faculty for remembering 
names is one which no one can afford to overlook. It 
is one which means money to its possessor, whether 
he be rich or poor, literary or commercial, black or 
white. It means dollars and it means them fast and 
thick. Most people acknowledge this fact, but as their 
memory happens to be poor they refuse to give the 
matter individual and continued attention. 

I heard of a scheme the other day which sotinds 
practical and which I myself am practicing. I asked 
a chap who was very popular at conventions and meet- 
ings of that kind, how he accounted for his great fa- 
miliarity with the names of people whose only ac- 
quaintance happened to have been a two minutes’ hand 
shake. He told me that whenever he met a man and 
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talked to him he would repeat the name as many times 
as he possibly could during the conversation. He 
would repeat it aloud and to himself. He would try 
to associate the name with the face during those two 
minutes or two hours. He said that after a short pe- 
riod this practice developed in him the faculty of in- 
dissolubly connecting the face with the name of its 
possessor.

Originality is the fundamental element in the suc- 
cess of most of our wealthiest citizens. An original 
means for selling goods, a new way of selling staple 
articles or a practical invention are some of the many 
methods. The Boston Herald advises the ambitious 
man to try to find the things in trade that are great 
sellers, and yet are not advertised. 

The value of printer’s ink in increasing a man’s 
assets in a business way, and in doubling the size of 
his bank account are too well known to require further 
comment. Twentieth century wiseacres merely try to 
determine what goods to advertise and the proper way 
to advertise them. The suggestion of the Boston 
Herald to advertise goods which are on the market 
and for which there is a great demand, is answering 
the question in a very simple way. The burden is 
divided in half. By following this advice the mer- 
chant will not have to create a demand for his goods, 
but will merely call the buyer’s attention to the fact 
that he can obtain what he wants and what he needs 
at the advertiser’s establishment. Moreover the bur- 
den will be diminished, because the publicity for the 
class of goods advertised will not be extended over 
a wide field, but will theoretically be confined to the 
advertiser’s own advertisement. 


* * * 


Probably every concern now in existence uses a 
catalogue, circular or other form of advertising mat- 
ter to increase its business. A catalogue in business 
is harmful in not the slightest degree. In fact, those 
wholesale concerns which use the catalogue exclusive- 
ly have been highly commended. What are com- 
monly known as catalogue houses, however, are only 
a few of the large number of concerns who use 
catalogues exclusively. The pernicious catalogue 
houses are those only which distribute to the consumer 
directly. These are the kind which are commonly re- 
ferred to when speaking of catalogue houses or mail- 
order houses, but they are not to be confused with 
other mail-order houses which sell to retailers. Con- 
cerns of the latter class are not only highly legiti- 
mate and highly beneficial to the whole hardware 
world, but they are just as much opposed to the 
illegitimate forms of distributing merchandise as the 
most orthodox advocates of the legitimate methods of 
retailing.

ever before.

Regarding the question of special brands, beg to state 


that I am greatly in favor of special brands, which are sold 
under a strict guarantee by our jobbers, for the following rea 
sons: 

Ist. Pride of the jobber to sell as good an article as can 
possibly be secured, before he will permit his name to be 
stamped thereon, therefore we can reasonably expect good 
quality in material and workmanship. 

2d. Makers’ brands may sell easily on account of 
their established reputation. But the profit to the retailer is 
too light to warrant him pushing such goods, and he can in- 
variably increase his profit by taking the time and talking 
special brands. 

3d. The large catalogue houses have put special stress 
upon the price of well established makers’ brands, so that spe 
cial brands are the only relief offered the retailer. 

4th. When a defective article is returned to us we find it 
1 great deal easier to get it replaced through the regular sales- 
man than to be obliged to return the article to the factory 
and losing the transportation charges on same. 

5th. We never hesitate to give a strong guarantee with 
jobbers’ special brands, and find we can get better profit than 
by pushing established factory brands, which are noted by 
every catalogue house. 

6th. As a whole, I am very much in favor of good special 
brands, which are backed up by the guarantee of the jobber 

Ng 

In regard to employment of private brands of hardware 
jobbers, we do not think they are usually of as good mate 
rial, but often the price is a little better, and we find that they 
often make a fine looking article. 

We also find it requires more talking to sell the private 
brands and we believe that the extra stamp, branding, boxing, 
etc., necessitated by the jobbers’ brands, makes an appreciable 
difference in the cost of production. 

Retailers secure a greater margin of profit by selling 
jobbers’ brands. And most jobbers are willing that you should 
give as strong guarantees with their brands as with the mak 
er’s brands. 

We feel it is quite a detriment to handle jobbers’ brands 
when they buy the same thing from two or more concerns. 

And, summing up, we are not in favor of jobbers’ brands 
as a whole. We have handled them'for some time, and find 
that we can often get a better profit than we can on well 
known brands, but we also find that they do not stand up to 
the guarantee as well as the makers’ brands that are supposed 
to be the same grade. We also find that where a man has been 
disappointed in a tool of one kind he is very unwilling to bu 
any tool or knife with this same brand upon it, so that it 
works injury to all the line, when as a matter of fact they 
are made by entirely different makers and have nothing in 


common.

SOME WAYS TO RAISE THE STANDARD OF 
EFFICIENCY OF OUR CLERKS. 


The proprietor of a retail business is usually a man who 
has worked for others until he feels that he knows his busi 
ness pretty well. Why does he go into business for himself? 
Why is he not satished to work for others for a stated sal 
ary? Simply because he longs for money, the power that 
the possession of money will give him, and the pleasures 
and comforts that money will buy for himself and family. He 
has seen what others have done, and believes that he can do 
So. he goes into business for himself, gen- 
erally in. a modest way. After a little time, if he is at all 
successful, he finds he cannot wait on all of his customers 
and do all of the other work by himself. So he hires a helper 
—a clerk. Why does he do this? So that he can do more 
business and make more money—and as he grows greater 
fields open to him. He adds to his stock, enlarges his busi 
ness and increases his force. The extent of his growth de 
pends somewhat on his location and conditions surrounding 
him. But more depends on the man and his gbility to collect 
around him good helpers.

IMPORTANCE OF 





SELLING 
His business is organized to buy and sell goods for 
profit. The most important part of any business concern is 
the selling department. No matter how well goods are 
bought, the object in buying them is not attained until they 
are sold at a profit. So the best merchants give their great- 
est attention to the selling department; in having their goods 
arranged attractively and conveniently, widely advertised, and 
in organizing a selling force that can make the greatest num- 
ber of sales possible from their opportunities. To get this 
force, he must either train them himself or hire men that 
others have trained. 

There has been much said in trade papers, conventions, 
and meetings as to the qualities one should possess to make 
him a good clerk, or in fact, a good man in any calling. The 
fact that a man must be honest, sober and industrious to 
succeed in business has been dinned in our ears ever since 
we can remember. We have had plenty of good advice, free 
Almost any man can talk to you by the hour, telling you what 
a man in any given calling must do to succeed. But what 
most men need is some one tO make them do what they 
know they ought to do; to bring out the best there is in 
them. They know what they should do, but wait for some 
one to draw them out and urge them on. 


THE MAN BEHIND. 


Therefore, to raise the standard of efficiency of our 
clerks we must go back beyond the clerks and take care that 
the proprietor or manager is that kind of a man. He must 
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be made of the right stuff through and through He must 
be right under the surface, as well as on the surface: Right 
mentally, morally and physically Almost all large business 
concerns have grown from small beginnings, and away back 
when the foundations of these houses were being built, you 
will find some man—or set of men—who could see into the 


future, who had confidence in their country, confidence in 


their fellow-man and confidence in themselves; men who 
could increase their business and multiply their sales. They

THE TRAVELING MAN. 


There is one source from which both the merchant and 
the clerk derive much benefit. We have come to regard it so 
much as a matter of fact that we fail to realize how much 
we get from and how much we owe to—the traveling man. 
He is always willing to help us and give us good ideas; to 
listen to our troubles and show us how to overcome them. 
He educates the clerks in every way possible, explaining the 
goods to them, telling them which goods experience has 
proven to be the best, etc. He teaches them loyalty to the 
men they work for, and many other helpful things. 

Wherever you find the traveling man, you find life. 
There is something doing. That is evidenced by this con- 
vention. The travelers were interested and you see here 
to-day the result: The biggest and best meeting the associa 
tion has ever had! 

Have no favorites, but recognize and commend ability, 
even in the delivery man or the porter. Every position in 
a business house is important, and only when a man fills his 
position and overflows it is he on the road to promotion. 

WATCH YOUR CLERKS. 

Next to a man’s willingness and endeavor to do good 
work comes his experience and knowledge of the goods. 
And here, Mr. Hardware Man is where you must do your 
part. First, our goods must be of the best kinds and makes, 
and must possess merit. They must be bought right and 
priced within reason—for you know the catalogue houses 
are after our scalps! 

Teach the men to know the goods, what the especial 
points of merit are, and also to know the strong and weak 
points of competing lines, so that they may bring out strongly 
the points of merit our goods have over competing lines. Do 
not run down the goods of others, but simply dwell on the 
good points wherein our lines excel. 

Knowledge is power, and a thorough knowledge of our 
goods will give us an enthusiasm and persuading power that 
nothing else will. 

One great reason for the inefficiency of clerks is that 
they are expected to do so much that they must do this 
work hurriedly and loosely. This causes mistakes and waste. 
The price of excellence is sticking to it until you get a thing 
done just right. 

Another good way to improve our clerks is to pay them 
reasonable salaries. If we don’t pay a man enough to live 
on, we force him to do one of two things: either he will 
appropriate the balance of his salary when we are not look- 
ing, or he will leave us for some place that will pay him a 
fair price for what he gives. If he has not ability to earn 
enough to live on, we had better let him go and get a man 
who can. 

Another thing, we must avoid -making prices and con- 
cessions that we will not allow our clerks to make. It 
humiliates the clerk and lowers him in the estimation of his 
customer. We must try and have our prices right, with 
every salesman on the same basis. If under certain condi- 
tions, concessions may be made, let it be arranged and un- 
derstood that one man can make the concession as well as 








another, and after a salesman has made a proposition back 


him up. If he makes a bad bargain, don’t go back on it. 
Live up to his agreement. 


THINK OF OTHERS. 


If we would have an efficient selling force, we must 
Teach our men not

oughly. Insist on straightforwardness and fair dealing, with- 
out the least trickery or sharp practice. We ought to listen 
to the advice and opinion of our men. When questions are 
brought to us for decision, decide them as promptly as pos 
sible and get action without delay. Give the men time to do 
their work. Pay them what their work is worth to us, and 
treat them like we would want to be treated. Almost every 
man here has no doubt started at the bottom of the ladder 
and worked his way up, step by step, 

These advancements have not been accidents, but the 
just rewards for ability and push. We all remember how 
our ambition has kept urging us on and on; how we worked 
under discouragement and disappointment with a 
for advancement and a determination to get up in the 
world. 

We to-day have many future merchants working for us; 
young fellows who are going through just what we went 
through. They have the same impulses, desires and long- 
ings that we had. Remembering our own experiences, we 
should help them all we can, rejoicing in their triumphs, and 
having sympathy and charity for their failures and mis- 
takes. 

And let us remember that we cannot drive our clerks 
very far, but that they are able and willing to follow us just 
as far and as high as we are able to lead them.

Mr. Gregg’s talk was followed by an address on freight 
rates by A. R. Bragg, manager of the Merchants’ Freight 
Bureau of Little Rock. Mr. Bragg’s speech follows: 


THE MATTER OF FREIGHT RATES. 


I have had the pleasure in the past of discussing the 
“matter of freight rates” with some of you quite differently 
from what my brief talk will be this morning—being now 
on your side of the fence. Although I was never in favor of 
a rate that could not be defended against criticism, I al 
ways believed that a reasonable rate, one satisfactory to the 
merchant, was better for the railroad, and in the long run, 
earned for them more revenue, I shall not attempt to go 
into any details or furnish any statistics as to rates in effect 
No doubt every city and town represented here this 
morning has some freight rate troubles, as 
always made with that degree of consideration that obtains 
with the merchant who fixes his prices with a view to earning 
a reasonable and fair profit on a legitimate investment. 

When your secretary, Mr. Taylor, requested me to talk 
to this association on the matter of freight rates, I hesitated 
to do so, feeling my inability to add anything of interest to 
a subject that is already a national one, as it has been dis

cussed by ‘prominent men before the senate committee on 
railroads and in all of the leading newspapers and periodicals 
of the country, and there is but little I can add that will be 
of interest to you, yet I feel that I should tell you something 
of the cause of the present rate agitation, for it is a question 
in which we are all vitally interested. 


RAILROADS UP IN ARMS. 


The matter of freight rates is receiving serious consid 
eration from the country at large, and to such an extent 
that railroad officials have become alarmed and are putting 
forth every effort to defeat any legislation looking to control 
of rates, whether state or national. They see the handwrit 
ing on the wall and are trying to stem the tide, but I do 
not thirk the situation is so bad, or that such disastrous 
results will follow as they predict if any increase of power 
is given by congress. Along this line let me quote from a 
speech on “Rate Legislation,” by Judge Grosscup, one of the 
leading jurists of this country, before the Union League 
Club of Chicago: 
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“Let me suggest to my ra hat 
a solution so simple and so effective g le the 
policy not simply of the thinking people, w ure t inter 
ested in railroad rates, except as lookers-on, but of the rail 
road men themselves. The greatest aid, the most efficient 
help, to the socialistic movement that seems to be spreading 
over the country are the men, who, having possessed them 
selves of power and wealth through rporations, refuse to 
submit to just regulation and control Let me ask you, my 
railroad friends, not to balk, not to obstruct, not to be con 
tent to find fault; but to join those who intend to be fair in 
formulating in this matter a specific prop: that will meet 
the demands and expectations of the country. Now is your

[o determine this | think it is necessary to look into all 


the avenues of trade from the manufacturer to the consumer 
and see if we can find who and what is the cause of this 
deplorable condition 

We know that demand creates suppl; lf one manufa 

rer cannot supply, the capacity is increased or more fa 

tories built 

If the lines are protected by patents, other factories are 
built and goods of the same character and for the same pur 
pose are placed upon the market in competition, and each to 
get the business will decrease the price, which means the de 
crease of cost or profit. ‘There is a limit to cost, consequently 
profits must suffer and are reduced to a very small margin 
In order to net a fair profit, it is necessary to do a large 


volume of business and on a safe basis. 


THE CATALOG HOUSES. 

Where we find a manufacturer of staple lines with an es- 
tablished trade and protected by patents, we also find a quan- 
tity price or a rebate in freights, which has enabled the cata- 
log houses to buy at the same price as the jobber, and getting 
these rebates sell to the consumer at about the cost of the 
retail merchant and make a profit for themselves. This one 
cause has almost eliminated certain lines from both the jobber 
and the retail merchant. We know that the cash must ac- 
company every order to the catalog house. 

Che jobber must give the usual discount or else the dat- 
ing if he expects to get the business 

This, gentlemen, is one of the greatest causes. I am 
glad that many of the manufacturers are confining their sales 
to the legitimate hardware jobber, who, in turn, for the good 
and faithful assistance in bringing this about, expects to reap 
his reward in increased sales and better profits. 

IS THE PRIVATE BRAND A HELP? 

Does any of the blame for the unprofitable prices on sta- 
ple goods attach itself to him? It is necessary for some in- 
ducement to be offered either in price or in quality, and 
where the lines are staple it must be price since every retail 
merchant must buy where he can get these goods the cheapest. 

Knowing this, our friends, the jobbers, have most all 
adopted and registered certain trade-marks on their different 
qualities of the same goods, and to help us along our stony 
paths will give us the agency on one or more of these brands. 
Does this help us? 

To some extent it does, but it does not cover the line of 
staples, many of which are in the hands of others besides 
the legitimate hardware dealer This brings to our minds 
the question: Does the jobber cater exclusively to the hard 
ware trade? 

PROVINCE OF THE JOBBER 

Can we expect him to do so since there are many of his 
lines we do not carry? It is therefore necessary for him to 
seek those concerns who do handle these lines, which places 
him in a position where he can not refuse to sell them any 
irticle shown in his catalog any more than he could afford 
to refuse to sell the hardware dealer 

We must grant them this right and ask them not to over 
step it by selling some of the seasonable goods or any other 
goods to outside merchants and others who buy for personal

It is with the greatest regret that we announce the 
death of Andrew Lucas Hunt, one of the oldest hard- 
ware merchants of Chicago, who died on June 23d at 
his residence on Belden ayenue. Mr. Hunt was born 
in New York in 1843, coming to Chicago in 1854. At 
the opening of the civil war he was member of the 
Ellsworth Zouaves. Later he went to the front as 
lieutenant of the 134th Illinois Volunteers.

The death is announced of DeWitt C. Bradley, 
senior members of the firm of G. W. Bradley’s Sons, 
Westport and Weston, Conn., manufacturers of 
cutlery and axes. Mr. Bradley died on June 17 at the 
age of 59 years. He was born at Weston and was. 
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brought up in the midst of the axes and cutlery manu- 
factured by his father. While almost under age he 
enlisted in the service of the United States cavalry, 
but soon returned to Weston, where he joined the 
firm of his father, continuing for twenty years as the 
senior partner. He held numerous offices of a political 
nature. 

In recognition of the provision for their conveni- 
ence and comfort, made by A. Eugene Bolles, in se- 
curing a special train to and from Hot Springs, Va., 
for the recent hardware convention, his fellow travel- 
ers contributed a most attractive testimonial.

The meeting of the National Association of Credit 
Men at Memphis, Tenn., last week, proved to be very 
successful. In the resolutions adopted was one recom- 
mending the enactment by Congress of the original 
Lodge bill, or a similar one, providing substitution of 
salaries for fees, higher pay, merit system of examina- 
tion, appointment and promotion and tenure of office 
only during the period of efficiency and high-class 
work. Another resolution called for the revision of 
the statutes of the United States, amending section 
5,480 to include the mailing of a fraudulent statement 
for the securing of credit as a violation thereof, pun- 
ishable by a fine not exceeding $1,000 and imprison- 
ment of five years maximum. It was further resolved 
to continue more stringently than ever, a campaign 
against the heavy exemption laws in certain states 
which are said to favor the debtor too greatly, and 
to work for the passage of the uniform bulk sale law 
in states where it is not now in operation. Towards 
the conclusion of the meeting, O. G. Fessenden of 
New York was unanimously elected president. 
Frank M. Gettys of Louisville was selected as vice- 
president, to succeed himself. Charles G. Rapp of 
Philadelphia, Henry T. Smith of Chicago and C. D. 
McLaren of St. Paul were chosen directors to suc- 
ceed three others whose terms expired. New York 
City was made the location for the central office, 
which was created at this convention.

We however, send out some to our cus- 
tomers and it is eminently satisfactory to them so far 
as we know, but cement in the Round Oak furnace 
does not cut much figure, as we eliminate the joints 
in our furnace to a larger extent than probably any 
other manufacturer, so we would not care to take 
the matter up.

Replying to communication of “One of the Craft’ 
will say that our experience with asbestos cement for 
warm air furnace cup joints is not entirely satisfac- 
tory. We find that it does not fill the requirements. 
It soon becomes hardened from exposure to the heat, 
and the contraction and expansion of the metal soon 
destroys the cement so far as making tight joints. We 
have never used the ground asbestos cement and can 
see no real good reason why it is better than that 
commonly used by manufacturers and _ furnace 
dealers. 

However, we think that if such a metal could be had 
that would be easy to flux, after furnace was set in 
position the joints could then be run full.of the metal, 
and when parts of the furnace became heated and 
cooled the joint metal would heat and cool propor- 
tionately ; then we would have a gas-tight joint at all 
times. This method would be safe, since there would 
be heat enough from the fire in the furnace to fuse 
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the soft metal used in the joints. Of course this 
could only be applied to joints with cup upwards.

This catalogue 
to the construction of these furnaces in a very interest- 
ing and edifying way, pointing out the different mer- 
its which have made this furnace so popular. 

The ash pit is one of its many distinguishing fea- 
tures. It is large and deep and besides giving ample 
protection against the accumulation of ashes on the 
bottom of the grate and burning out the bars, it is said 
to afford a large area for the even distribution of the 
draught. The grate bars are triangular in shape with 
ample space between the teeth, thereby giving, it is 
said, perfect combustion and preventing the loss of 
unconsumed fuel. On each side of the grate are two 
short bars, joined by cog wheels to the’ adjoining cen- 
ter or main bars. The two main bars are longer than 
the side bars and have a triangular opening in the 
front end into which is fitted the shaker handle. By 
this method of gearing the four bars into two sets, 
the makers claim that it is possible to shake the grate 
with one-half the trouble and time necessary if each 
bar were independent of the others. 

The fire pot is cast in two sections to provide for 
expansion and contraction. The cup joints are packed 
with Monitor asbestos furnace cement, making them, 


it is said, absolutely gas and smoke tight. The body 
is heavily designed to withstand the intense heat of 
the hottest fire without warping or cracking. 

The radiator is large and of nearly the same diame 
ter as the casing. This has a natural tendency, it is 
said, to deflect the air from a straight upward course, 
causing it to pass between the body section, the com- 
bustion chamber and the radiator. After entering the 
radiator, the gases divide, a portion passing to the 
right and the balance to the left. 

These furnaces are made for hard coal, wood or soft 
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coal, with both cast iron and steel radiators. They 
are made in combination style, for both hot air and hot 
water.

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NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF MASTER STEAM 
AND HOT WATER FITTERS. 





The seventeenth annual convention of the National 
Association of Master Steam and Hot Water Fitters 
was held at Atlantic City, N. J., St. Charles Hotel, on 
June 13, 14 and I5. 

President Henry L. Hall’s annual address was con- 
clusive and interesting. He said in part: 

Mutual protection does not mean restraint and interfer- 
ence: it means fair-mindedness; it means equal consideration;

it means that your neighbor who is a member of this organ- 
ization has a right to ask you to do reasonable things to pro- 
tect his interests, and it means that you are not within your 
rights as a member if you attempt to ask your neighbor to do 
unreasonable things and commit acts that are detrimental. 

The area being covered by our membership is rapidly 
broadening and more and more future boards of directors will 
come to appreciate the necessity for legislating in a national 
sense, and more will we meet the problems presented by spe- 
cial conditions surrounding local associations, thus forcing us 
to recognize home rule as a cogent factor in our Association. 
Provisions which are useful to the steam trade in one state 
are not effective for the trade in another state, and if as a na- 
tional body we are able to lay down for our guidance fixed 
principles, we shall secure for our members a high order of 
efficiency 

I told you last year, gentlemen, without reservation, that 
I had an abiding conviction that the policy of “seil to member 
only’ was un-American. If you-lend your efforts to false 
ideals, born of a spirit of Radicalism, they must fade away 
as midnight darkness before the dawn. I do not believe the 
principle of “sell to member only” will ever be successful if 
this Association is eyer fortunate enough to possess a mem- 
bership even as high as go per cent of the steam fitters of the 
United States of America. I am equally strong, however, 
in my conviction that with a membership that represents a 
great percentage of the purchasing power, we can secure 
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privileged prices, but it is a long hark from this condition of 
things to “sell to member only.” 

I grant you that there are local conditions of member- 
ship that are so strong and represent such a great percentage 
of the purchasing power, that it is possible in those locali- 
ties to dictate a code that regulates the purchaser and seller, 
but to expect the National Association to establish, enforce 
and maintain a code of this character as a national proposi- 
tion is as futile as to look for the sun at midnight. Do not 
misunderstand me, gentlemen. I do not wish to infer that it 
is not possible, and, indeed, probable, that that National Asso- 
ciation may establish a code between purchaser and seller that 
shall represent well-defined privileges to our members, but 
when it comes to prohibiting the sale of material to any but 
membets of the Master Steam Fitters’ Association, that is one 
of the rocks of Radicalism that will wreck your craft. 

The experience of the board of directors in the past two 
years has been that manufacturers of radiators and boilers 
are using greater care than ever before in disposing of their 
goods through recognized channels.

Steel bars are selling in better volume than for some 
time. A fair volume of inquiries for deliveries extend- 
ing into the second half was received, but little of this 
is expected to take material shape before the beginning 
of the fall buying movement. Implement makers are 
not in the market for heavy supplies} this being their 
dull season. Bar iron is growing a trifle stronger, but 
very little business is being transacted. 

Prices on sheets continue very ragged, though the 
demand is fairly heavy. The threatened tie-up of the 
mills depending upon union help is giving a stronger 
tone to the market, and there is a likelihood that pro- 
duction will be considerably curtailed during the sum- 
mer months. The proposed consolidation of the Inde- 
pendent sheet mills has been abandoned for the pres- 
ent owing to the exorbitant prices asked by the differ- 
ent units in the agreement. 

Structural materials are in demand at the 
present time, specifications during the week being very 


great 


The largest of the mills are over six months 
behind in deliveries on universal plates and from two 
to three mionths on the most of the other forms. The 
mills are greatly overcrowded and the adlition to be 
made to the Illinois Steel Company’s plant will merely 
aid in relieving a greatly overcrowded market. 
Merchant steel and merchant pipe continue to sell 
in good volume, though very little of interest is to be 
reported regarding operations during the week. Speci- 
fications for both products are coming in heavily and 
inquiries for new wants are not at all backward. 
Orders for almost 5,000 tons of plates were received 
by the local mill during the last week. Nevertheless, 
the market is a little easier and there is less difficulty 
in getting prompt shipments than there was three or 
four weeks ago. The leading jobbing firms continue 
to report a heavy business and the receipt of many 
or.lers, which would ordinarily go to the mills.

The market this week presents several encouraging fea- 
tures, which are looked upon with satisfaction by both mak- 
ers and consumers. The settlement of wage scale difficulties 
which have been pending in various places, the relaxing of the 
close policy in purchases pursued by many firms on account 
of the semi-annual closing of books, weather conducive to the 
best results in agricultural and manufacturing lines, are a few 
of the bright spots. The nearer approach of the time when 
contracts for the last half are in order sees a marked revival 
in interest on the part of buyers. Although inquiries are for 
small lots and are no proper indication of the consuming ca- 
pacity of most buyers, they are present in increasing numbers. 
There is as yet an absence of genuine inquiry for a round ton- 
nage with any real intention of buying. However, for the first 
time in some weeks this attitude has been reflected in a fair 
measure on sales books. 

Irregularity in prices continues and is marked in South- 
ern irons. Northern iron, while unsettled, has a better feel- 
ing than a week ago. 

Curtailment of production continues, while to all appear- 
ances the rate of consumption is without noticeable change. It 
is remarked that the adjustment of the miners’ wage scale in 
the Birmingham district for the ensuing year was accom- 
plished on last year’s basis with unusual unanimity and dis- 
Those interests which have been running open shop 
were not approached and the fight on their part will be con-

tinued.

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CHICAGO HARDWARE SCRAPS.
